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U.S.  TARIFF  CHANGES  FOR 


LIVESTOCK  AND  MEAT  PRODUCTS 


Recent  negotiations  at  the  GATT  conference  in  Geneva,  Switzerland  resiilted 
in  lowering  U.S.  import  duties  on  some  meat  and  animal  products,  and  some 
reductions  in  tariffs  imposed  by  foreign  countries  on  imports  from  the 
United  States, 

The  negotiations  included  here  concern  only  livestock  and  livestock  products 
Negotiations  with  several  countries  participating  in  the  conference  are 
omitted  since  no  livestock  products  were  involved. 

From  the  U.S.  point  of  view  the  most  important  negotiations  affecting  live- 
stock and  meat  were  negotiations  with  the  European  Economic  Community 
(Common  Market).    The  negotiations  with  the  EEC  resulted  in  bindings  of 
the  common  external  tariffs  for  West  Germany,  France,  Italy,  the  Netherlands 
Belgium,  and  Luxembourg  for  a  n\imber  of  meat    byproducts  which  constitute 
the  bulk  of  U.S.  shipments  of  livestock  and  meat  products  to  the  EEC.  U.S. 
exports  of  livestock  and  meat  products  to  Common  Market  countries  amount  to 
about  one-quarter  of  total  exports  of  livestock  and  meat  products  to  all 
countries. 

This  circular  shows  results  of  the  GATT  conference  in  three  parts: 

Negotiations  with  the  EEC. — Table  1  shows  the  combined  results  of  conces- 
sions obtained  from  the  EEC  in  negotiations  in  the  "Dillon",  or  reciprocal 
rovmd,  and  tariff  adjustments  resulting  from  negotiation  under  Article  2h:6. 
Table  2  shows  concessions  granted  to  the  EEC  by  the  United  States  in  the 
reciprocal  phase. 

Tables  3  and  k  give  res\ilts  of  negotiations  with  other  countries  in  the 
reciprocal  phase,  showing  concessions  obtained  by  the  U.S.  and  concessions 
granted  by  the  U.S.  for  livestock  and  meat  products. 


Table  5  and  succeeding  paragraphs  show  conipensatory  renegotiations  under  procedures 
of  Article  28  of  the  GATT.    In  each  case  the  contracting  party  withdrawing  con- 
cessions or  increasing  botmd  rates  is  obligated  to  negotiate  for  the  purpose  of 
granting  ccanpensation  in  the  form  of  new  concessions  of  approximately  equal  value 
in  order  to  maintain  the  balance.    The  tables  in  this  group  show  concessions  with- 
drawn, or  modified  and  concessions  granted  as  compensation. 

The  United  States  modified  certain  tariff  concessions  and  granted  certain  con- 
cessions in  return.    However,  these  are  not  shown  since  no  livestock  items  are  in- 
volved.

RENEGOTIATIONS  OF  TARIFF  CONCESSIONS,  PREVIOUSLY  GRAUTED,  BUT  V7ITHDRAWN  OR 
MODIFIED  AT  THE  I96I  SESSION: 


In  addition  to  new  concessions  granted,  some  countries,  including  the 
United  States,  withdrew,  or  modified  concessions  previously  granted.    In  such 
cases  the  country  to  whom  the  concession  had  been  granted  originally  is  entitled 
to  compensation. 
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The  following  tables  show  livestock  items  either  withdrawn,  or  modi- 
fied and  the  new  tariff  concessions  granted  as  compensation:

There  were  no  livestock  items  withdrawn  by  Japan. 

PERU 

Peru  withdrew  concession  on  wool  carpets  (Tariff  Number  16^4-6),  oleomargarine 
and  "primier  jus"  (No.  372)  calfskin  leather  (No.  Ex  li^-10),  tallow 
(No.  373).    Normally,  when  a  country  withdraws  a  concession,  the  duty 
reverts  to  the  legal  or  statutory  rate. 

Peru  modified  concession  on  refined  lard  (No.  362);  old  rate,  free  +  9,3$', 
new  rate,  1.20  soles  per  kg.  (gross  wt.)  +  12.5^.    The  ad  valorem  equivalent 
of  the  new  duties  is  29  percent. 

Among  the  new  concessions  granted  the  U.S.  as  compensation  was  steric 

acid  and  sterine  (Tariff  N\imber  409);  old  rate  0.375  soles  per  kg.  +  15.667^ 

(ave.  20.3);  new  rate  0.20  +  13.5^  (ave.  I6.O). 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

As  compensation  for  withdrawn  concessions.  South  Africa  bound,  free, 
tallow  (Tariff  Number  207 ) . 

TURICEY 

Modified  duty  on  glycerol  (Ex.  15.II);  old  rate,         new  rate,  but 
Turkey  reserves  the  right  to  increase  the  duty  to  the  statutory  rate  in 
force  January  I7,  1961,  which  was  kO  percent  ad  valorem. 

Turkey  also  modified  the  concession  on  fatty  acids  (15.IO)  initially  ne- 
gotiated with  a  third  country.    Old  rate,  Ih  percent;  new  rate,  20  percent 
with  the  right  to  increase  duty  to  statutory  kO  percent. 
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
